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THE  WESLEYAN  ALUMNAE 

Dr.  McPherson  Resigns  As  President 


Dr.  Nenien  C.  McPherson,  Jr.  resigned 
on  October  8 as  president  of  Wesleyan, 
his  resignation  to  be  effective  on  Decem- 
ber 1 of  this  year  when  he  will  return 
to  the  Methodist  pastorate.  This  an- 
nouncement came  as  a source  of  deep 
regret  to  the  college  which  he  has  served 
so  efficiently  and  wholeheartedly  for  the 
past  four  years. 

In  his  statement  to  the  Board  Dr.  Mc- 
Pherson said  of  his  decision: 

“The  worst  war  in  history  is  over,  but 
we  are  still  facing  days  that  try  men’s 
souls.  The  educational  work  of  the 
church  is  important,  but  to  one  whose 
life  is  dedicated  to  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel  of  Christ,  the  pastorate  has  a 
particularly  strong  appeal  now.  Men  are 
bewildered,  discouraged,  and  afraid;  men 
need  the  strength  and  guidance  and  hope 
that  comes  through  faith  in  the  Living 
God.  ...  I am  sure  you  will  understand 
why  I am  convinced  that  I must  return 
to  a Methodist  pastorate  this  fall.” 

So  also  felt  three  Wesleyan  presidents 
who  preceded  Dr.  McPherson  in  office: 
Bishop  George  Foster  Pierce,  the  first 
president,  who  resigned  to  serve  a church 
in  1840;  Dr.  Edward  H.  Myers  who  left 
the  presidency  in  1874  to  accept  a charge 
in  Savannah;  Dr.  William  F.  Quillian 
who  resigned  in  1931  to  become  Secre- 
tary of  Christian  Education  of  the 
church. 

Dr.  McPherson  leaves  behind  him  a 
^ record  of  outstanding  achievement  for 
the  four  years  of  his  administration. 
The  dormitories  on  both  campuses  are 
( filled  to  capacity  and  have  been  for  the 
past  three  years;  the  faculty  is  the  best 
* in  Wesleyan’s  history,  judged  by  train- 
^ ing,  degrees  earned,  experience,  research, 
and  membership  in  honorary  societies; 
Wesleyan  has  for  the  first  time  a retire- 
, ment  plan  and  annuity  fund  for  its 
teachers  and  staff;  its  budget  has  been 
balanced  each  of  the  four  years;  its  en- 
^ dowment  is  more  than  twice  the  amount 
it  was  four  years  ago,  being  now  about 
$1,000,000.00;  its  total  assets  have  been 
1 increased  by  $825,000.00. 

I The  Board  of  Trustees  passed  resolu-

tions  of  appreciation  to  Dr.  McPherson 
as  follows: 

*‘Dr.  N.  C.  McPherson,  Jr.  has  served 
Wesleyan  College  as  its  president  for 
four  years. 

“He  came  to  the  college  at  a difficult 
period  in  its  history  and  immediately 
took  hold  of  the  situation  with  a vigor- 
ous hand. 


“His  energy  has  been  untiring.  His 
activities  have  not  been  confined  to  the 
campus  alone,  but  he  has  travled  far  and 
wide  in  the  interest  of  the  institution. 
He  has  been  courageous  and  no  task  to 
be  done  and  no  situation  confronting 
the  college  has  daunted  him.  He  has 
been  active  in  the  discharge  of  his  du- 
ties day  and  night,  busy  with  the  details 
of  administration  during  the  day  and 
using  the  night  hours  to  dictate  his  cor- 
respondence so  as  to  keep  his  work  con- 
stantly up  to  the  hour. 

“During  his  administration  the  stu- 
dent body  at  both  schools  has  grown  to 
the  point  where  our  enrollment  for  this 
college  year  far  exceeds  any  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  institution.  The  endowment 
and  trust  fund  of  the  college  have  grown 


greatly.  Gifts  from  the  alumnae  have 
exceeded  all  records.  The  current  cash 
position  of  the  corporation  is  the  best 
it  has  ever  had.  The  faculty  of  both 
schools  has  been  considerably  enlarged, 
and  the  staff  greatly  improved.  The 
buildings  have  been  kept  in  repair,  and 
the  grounds  have  been  beautified. 

“It  is  of  record  that  President  Mc- 
Pherson conferred  with  the  finance  com- 
mittee of  this  board  more  than  three 
months  ago,  and  advised  them  of  his  in- 
tention to  offer  his  resignation  at  this 
meeting,  and  that  the  finance  committee 
authorized  a suitable  gift  to  him  in  ap- 
preciation of  his  services. 

“Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  (1)  That 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wesleyan  Col- 
lege, speaking  for  itself  and  for  the  pa- 
trons of  the  college,  desires  to  record  its 
appreciation  of  the  splendid  services 
President  McPherson  has  given  us,  and 
to  acknowledge  our  great  obligation  to 
him  for  the  fact  that  he  is  leaving  the 
institution  in  better  condition  in  every 
way  than  when  he  came  here,  and 

(2)  That  this  Board  heartily  approves 
the  action  of  the  finance  committee  in 
giving  due  recognition  to  his  work  and 
service.”

Thus,  Dr.  McPherson’s  successful  and 
progressive  administration  will  go  down 
in  the  records  of  the  college. 

To  those  who  have  known  him  at  Wes- 
leyan he  will  be  remembered  for  other 
things  also:  for  his  brilliant  mind,  his 
friendliness  and  informality,  his  keen 
sense  of  humor,  his  quick  grasp  of  the 
heart  of  a problem  and  his  enthusiastic 
approach  to  its  solution.  To  the  faculty, 
he  has  been  a co-worker  who  appreciated 
the  importance  of  scholarship  and  its 
demands;  to  the  students  an  adult  who 
could  see  with  the  eyes  of  youth. 

He  has  real  gifts  as  a speaker,  a clear 
and  convincing  way  of  presenting  the 
facts  about  Wesleyan  to  the  public.  He 
has  an  amazing  ability  to  remember 
names  and  faces  which  makes  it  possible 
for  him  to  meet  a large  group  of  strang- 
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ers  and  greet  each  one  afterward  by 
name. 

Through  the  McPhersons,  many  inter- 
esting and  delightful  people  have  come 
to  Wesleyan,  and  many  contacts  have 
been  made  with  other  sections  of  the 
country.  Mrs.  McPherson,  who  has  been 
for  the  past  four  years  the  gracious  and 
charming  hostess  of  Wesleyan,  will  be 
greatly  missed  when  the  McPhersons 
leave  the  college. 

In  Macon,  as  well  as  on  the  college 
campus.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  McPherson  leave 
many  friends.  They  have  been  members 
of  Mulberry  Street  Methodist  Church. 
He  has  been  active  in  the  Rotary  Club, 
the  Executives’  Club,  and  the  Palaver 
Club,  and  she  in  the  Music  Club,  the 
History  Club,  and  the  U.D.C. 

The  college  students  are  happy  that 


Dr.  Silas  Johnson,  pastor  of  Mulberry 
Street  Methodist  Church  in  Macon,  was 
elected  president  of  Wesleyan  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
college  on  October  8. 

Dr.  Johnson  knows  the  background  and 
history  of  Wesleyan,  its  present  condi- 
tion, and  its  needs  for  the  future  as  few 
persons  do. 


Elizabeth  McPherson,  only  daughter  of 
the  family,  will  remain  at  the  college  as 
a sophomore,  and  eventually  will  become 
an  alumna,  along  with  Dr.  McPherson’s 
sisters,  Modena  (McPherson)  Rudisill, 
’33,  Jacqueline  McPherson,  ’40,  and  Mary 
(Michaux)  McPherson,  ’27. 

The  best  wishes  of  Wesleyan  go  with 
the  McPhersons,  and  extend  to  their 
two  sons.  Dr.  Thomas  McPherson  and 
his  wife  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  Hoyt 
McPherson,  a student  at  Emory. 

Farewell  gifts  from  the  trustees,  from 
the  faculty,  the  students,  and  the  alum- 
nae were  presented  to  the  McPhersons  in 
appreciation  of  their  service  to  Wesleyan. 

(Since  the  above  was  written  it  was 
announced  that  Dr.  McPherson  has  re- 
ceived an  appointment  at  St.  John’s 
Methodist  Church  in  Memphis,  Tenn.) 


He  has  served  as  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  since  1938.  In  1940 
he  was  Chairman  of  a Reorganization 
Committee  of  the  Board  which  studied 
every  phase  of  Wesleyan  life. 

In  1941  he  came  to  the  campus  as 
Executive  Vice-President  of  the  college 
during  the  administration  of  Bishop  Ar- 
thur J.  Moore  as  president.  On  his 


shoulders  fell  much  of  the  administra- 
tive work  of  the  college.  During  this 
crucial  year,  Dr.  Johnson  devoted  him- 
self particularly  to  clearing  up  the  final 
indebtedness  of  the  college.  When  a set- 
tlement was  made  with  the  bondholders 
of  the  college  in  1940,  there  remained  147 
bonds  not  deposited  with  the  Bondhold- 
ers Protective  Association  and  not,  there- 
fore, included  in  the  settlement.  Because 
of  these  bonds  there  was  a deficiency 
judgment  against  the  college,  which  pre- 
vented Wesleyan’s  reinstatement  into  un- 
conditional membership  in  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges. 

To  the  arduous  task  of  locating  these 
bonds,  negotiating  with  the  holders  of 
them,  and  raising  the  money  to  purchase 
them.  Dr.  Johnson  threw  himself  with 
tireless  energy.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
the  task  was  complete,  and  on  August  7, 
1942  the  cancellation  of  the  deficiency 
judgment  took  place.  Soon  afterward, 
Wesleyan  was  restored  to  full  member- 
ship in  the  Southern  Association. 

In  the  fall  of  1942,  Dr.  Johnson  went 
to  Mulberry  and  he  is  this  year  complet- 
ing a successful  four-year  pastorate 
there. 

In  appreciation  of  his  service,  the  con- 
gregation of  Mulberry  recently  presented 
him  with  a new  automobile. 

He  was  honored  with  the  honorary 
Doctor  of  Divinity  by  two  colleges,  Flor- 
ida Southern  College  in  Lakeland,  and 
his  own  alma  mater,  Emory  University. 

In  1943  the  student  annual.  The  Veter- 
ropt,  was  dedicated  to  him  for  “his  wis- 
dom, his  active  faith,  his  sincerity,  and 
his  ability  to  lose  himself  in  an  unsel- 
fish purpose.” 

His  coming  to  Wesleyan  is  in  the  na- 
ture of  a homecoming,  and  he  will  be 
welcomed  as  a tried  and  trusted  friend. 
Under  his  leadership  students,  faculty, 
alumnae,  and  friends  of  Wesleyan  will 
work  together  for  the  future  of  the  in- 
stitution they  love. 

Mrs.  Johnson,  a person  of  unusual 
sweetness,  has  many  friends  on  the  Wes- 
leyan campus.  The  Johnsons  have  one 
son,  Douglas,  who  recently  received  his 
discharge  from  the  army  air  corps,  and 
is  planning  to  study  at  Emory  next  quar- 
ter.

Addition  to  the  Wesleyan  Art 
Collection 


A new  painting  by  Margaret  Wendell 
Huntington  of  New  York  is  the  one  hun- 
dredth title  in  the  Wesleyan  Collection 
of  Contemporary  Art,  assembled  for  the 
college  through  the  generosity  of  the 
artists  and  the  influence  of  one  Wesleyan 
alumna,  Helena  E.  (Ogden)  Campbell. 


This  unique  collection,  worth  thousands 
of  dollars,  was  begun  in  1934  by  Mrs. 
Campbell,  who  simply  asked  her  artist 
friends  to  give  a piece  of  work  to  her 
Alma  Mater.  Their  response  has  been 
overwhelmingly  generous,  and  the  col- 
lection now  lists  76  artists  and  100  paint- 


ings and  pieces  of  sculpture. 

Margaret  Wendell  Huntington^s  gift, 
*‘01d  Nantucket  Houses,^^  shows  the  main 
street  of  the  town  on  Nantucket  Island, 
the  old  houses  built  many  years  ago  and 
crowned  by  lookouts  on  the  roofs  for 
watching  the  return  of  boats.  Along  the 
street  the  very  old  elms  have  uprooted 
the  cobble  stone  pavement. 

Miss  Huntington  is  former  president 
of  the  New  York  Society  of  Women 
Painters,  and  vice-president  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Women  Painters 
and  Sculptors.  She  has  had  six  “one  man 
exhibitions’^  in  New  York  and  Boston, 
and  has  exhibited  in  many  group  shows 
where  her  work  has  won  prizes  and  hon- 
orable mentions.  Two  of  her  Nantucket 
paintings,  showing  “The  Rainbow  Fleet,” 
small  boats  with  sails  of  all  colors, 
manned  by  children  under  twelve  years 
of  age,  appeared  in  “The  Spur”  recently. 
A group  of  22  water  colors  showing 
scenes  of  the  New  York  World’s  Fair, 
was  exhibited  at  the  Marie  Sterner  Gal- 
lery and  inspired  an  article  in  the  New 
York  Telegram. 

Miss  Huntington  has  exhibited  in  the 
gallery  at  The  Barbizon  Hotel,  where 
Helena  (Ogden)  Campbell  teaches  art 
classes  and  is  director  of  the  art  gallery. 


Music  Composition  by 
Goodrich  White,  Jr.  Praised 

A composition,  “String  Quartet  in  C- 
sharp  Minor,”  by  Goodrich  C.  White,  Jr., 
who  was  killed  in  action  in  a flight  over 
Czechoslovakia  in  1944,  was  awarded 
first  prize  in  a contest  conducted  by  the 
Georgia  Federation  of  Music  Clubs. 

The  judge  of  the  contest.  Dr.  Paul 
Weaver  of  Cornell  University,  noted 
authority  in  the  field  of  music,  did  not 
know  that  the  young  musician  had  died 
a hero’s  death  when  he  awarded  the  prize, 
and  predicted  for  him  a brilliant  future 
in  music.  Goodrich  was  interested  in  mu- 
sic from  his  early  years,  and  after  grad- 
uation from  Emory,  received  the  B.M. 
degree  from  Westminster  Choir  College 
in  1942.  He  and  his  brother,  Chappell 
White,  who  is  a violinist,  gave  recitals 
together  before  both  enlisted  in  the  Army 
Air  Forces. 

Goodrich,  Jr.,  the  son  of  Dr.  Goodrich 
C.  White,  president  of  Emory  and  trus- 
tee of  Wesleyan  College,  was  the  grand- 
son of  Mrs.  Florrie  Cook  White  who  was 
a loved  matron  of  Wesleyan  in  charge 
of  the  infirmary  for  thirty  years.  He  was 
the  mascot  of  the  Wesleyan  class  of 
1925,  whose  members  presented  to  Wes- 
leyan last  year  a war  bond  in  his  mem- 
ory.

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The  New  Girls  in  1946-47 

Wesleyan  opened  its  doors  in  September  with  a total  enrollment  at  the  college  and 
conservatory  of  the  largest  number  of  degree  students  in  its  history,  407  at  the 
liberal  arts  college  and  189  at  the  conservatory. 

The  students  represent  23  different  states  and  four  foreign  countries.  Nine  Chinese 
girls  are  enrolled,  one  from  Puerto  Rico,  one  from  France,  one  from  Italy.  At  the 
Conservatory  19  former  members  of  the  armed  services  are  taking  training  under 
the  Veterans  Bill  of  Rights.  Sixteen  of  them  are  men,  two  are  former  WAVES 
and  one  is  a former  WAC. 

Not  included  in  the  registration  figures  of  the  conservatory  are  18  special  stu- 
dents and  94  in  the  junior  departments.  With  these,  the  total  enrollment  figure  is 
708. 

Among  the  freshmen  this  year  is  Charlotte  Gaines,  daughter  of  a minister  of  the 
South  Georgia  Conference.  In  1938,  when  Wesleyan  was  in  grave  financial  difficul- 
ties, there  came  to  the  president  a letter  from  Charlotte,  then  a little  girl  looking 
forward  to  coming  to  Wesleyan  in  the  future.  She  wrote:  ‘T  am  ten  years  old  and 
in  the  fifth  grade.  I am  planning  to  go  to  Wesleyan  when  I finish  high  school.  I am 
sending  you  $50.00  to  help  pay  the  debt  on  our  college.’^

Before  the  war,  Wesleyan  class  re- 
unions were  held  according  to  “the  Dix 
Plan,”  a system  which  brought  back  to 
the  campus  at  the  same  time  groups  of 
four  classes  which  were  in  college  to- 
gether. The  advantage  is  that  a genera- 
tion of  college  mates — four  contemporary 
classes,  were  invited  simultaneously,  and 
that  each  returning  alumna  could  count 
upon  enjoying  not  only  her  classmates^ 
but  also  a group  of  her  collegemates  in 
other  classes. 

The  disadvantage  is  that  we  are  call- 


ed back,  not  at  regular  anniversary  in- 
tervals, but  according  to  the  artificial 
means  of  the  Dix  Chart. 

In  contrast,  the  rhythm  within  us  that 
calls  for  reminiscing  on  our  fifth,  tenth, 
twenty-fifth,  and  fiftieth  anniversaries 
makes  the  Anniversary  Plan  a more  nor- 
mal one.

Iris  Lilian  Whitman 

Wesleyan  learned  with  sorrow  of  the 
death  of  Dr.  Iris  L.  Whitman  on  August 
16.  Dr.  Whitman  retired  in  1939  after  25 
years  as  a member  of  the  Wesleyan  fac- 
ulty. Her  niece,  Margaret  (Jordan)  Siz- 
er, A.B.  ’21,  of  Glen  Ridge,  N.  J.,  wrote: 

‘‘Aunt  Lily  left  a list  of  names  for 
me  to  notify  after  she  had  gone.  She  died 
in  Wilmore,  Kentucky,  of  coronary  oc- 
clusion. Funeral  services  were  held  in 
Lexington,  Ky.,  and  interment  was  in 
Pulaski,  Virginia,  on  August  20.  She  is 
survived  by  one  sister,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Haller 
of  Salem,  Virginia,  and  by  four  nieces 
and  two  nephews.  I had  a wonderful 
visit  with  her  last  October,  and  would 
not  take  anything  for  that.” 


DR.  WHITMAN 


Hundreds  of  Wesleyan  alumnae  of  the 
years  from  1914  when  she  came  to  Wes- 
leyan, to  1939  will  remember  Dr.  Whit- 
man as  an  outstanding  teacher  and  as 
a person  of  great  strength  of  character. 
Slie  took  a very  real  and  personal  in- 
terest in  her  students;  her  door  was  al- 
ways open  to  them  and  her  interest  and 
sympathy  waiting  for  them  in  any  sort 
of  trouble.  New  students  meeting  with 
the  staunch  principles  and  high  stand- 
ards which  she  set  for  herself  and  for 
those  she  taught  sometimes  thought  her 
unapproachable  until  they  came  to  know 
her  warm  and  generous  nature. 

When  she  came  to  Wesleyan  in  1914, 
she  held  the  Ph.B.  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago.  Later  she  received 
the  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  Colum- 
bia University,  spending  a year’s  leave 
of  absence  in  1925-26  in  New  York  and 
in  Spain.  Her  thesis,  “Longfellow  and 
Spain,”  gi  es  much  interesting  material 
published  for  the  first  time.  Her  research 
candies  were  the  delight  of  evei*ybody  on 
led  her  into  the  poet’s  study,  into  delight- 
ful reminiscences  with  Allegra  Longfel- 
low Thorpe,  and  into  manuscripts  in  the 
vault  of  his  grandson.  Dr.  Dana. 

Her  hobbies  at  Wesleyan  were  garden- 
ing and  cooking.  When  the  college  moved 
to  the  Rivoli  campus,  she  had  her  own 
plot  of  ground  where  she  raised  flowers 
and  vegetables,  and  enjoyed  digging  and 
weeding  in  her  free  hours.  Her  delicious 
the  campus,  and  every  Christmas  dozens 
of  friends  were  treated  to  samples  of  her 


fudge  and  divinity  and  peanut  brittle. 
Her  Spanish  students  were  invited  to 
typical  Spanish  suppers  in  her  room. 

She  was  professor  of  German  and 
Spanish  when  in  1939,  because  of  her 
health  and  of  her  sister’s  death  in  Wil- 
niore,  she  resigned  and  went  to  make  a 
home  for  her  brother-in-law.  Dr.  Mc- 
Lean. She  kept  in  touch  with  her  Wes- 
leyan friends  during  the  years  since  that 
time. 

Dr.  Whitman  was  very  much  inter- 
ested in  the  A.A.U.W.,  and  in  the  early 
1920’s  was  instrumental  in  getting  Wes- 
leyan on  the  approved  list  of  that  or- 
ganization. She  took  an  active  part  in 
the  life  of  Macon,  teaching  a Sunday 
School  class  in  one  of  the  churches,  and 
giving  generously  of  her  time  to  civic 
affairs. 

She  will  live  in  the  affection  and  mem- 
ory of  hundreds  of  Wesleyan  alumnae 
who  loved  her. 

Rosetta  Rivers 

Miss  Rosetta  Rivers,  who  was  for  30 
years  a member  of  the  Wesleyan  faculty 
as  teacher  of  art,  died  at  a Macon  hos- 
pital on  October  17  after  a long  illness. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  W. 
P.  Rivers,  Methodist  minister,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  North  Georgia  Confer- 
ence and  the  author  of  a number  of 
hymns  used  in  the  Methodist  churches. 

Miss  Rivers  studied  art  at  schools  in 
Chicago,  New  York,  and  at  the  Academie 
Colarossi  and  the  Academy  Moderne  of 
Paris.  She  came  to  Wesleyan  in  1911, 
and  retired  in  1941.  Since  that  time  she 
has  received  a pension  from  the  college 
she  served  for  so  many  years. 

Miss  Rivers  made  her  home  in  Macon 
with  her  two  sisters.  Miss  Pearl  and  Miss 
Ruby  Rivers.  She  kept  up  her  interest 
in  Wesleyan  and  all  its  affairs,  and  often 
attended  programs  and  gatherings  at  the 
college. 

Only  last  May  her  Wesleyan  friends 
welcomed  her  to  the  alumnae  meeting  on 
Alumnae  Day,  and  to  the  unveiling  of 
the  portrait  of  Dr.  C.  R.  Jenkins,  former 
president  under  whose  administration  she 
taught. 

Her  gentle,  sweet  manner  and  her  gen- 
uine interest  in  all  of  her  Wesleyan  stu- 
dents will  be  remembered  by  hundreds 
of  alumnae  who  studied  with  her.  The 
deepest  sympathy  of  the  college  is  ex- 
tended to  her  sisters  who  are  left.

The  development  of  the  camp  is  present- 
ed chronologically  step  by  step,  and  al- 
ways in  a practical,  simple  way  that  will 
be  most  helpful.  Margaret’s  Wesleyan 
friends,  remembering  her  as  the  magna 
cum  laude  student,  the  editor  of  “The 
Wesleyan,”  and  the  assistant  librarian 
and  acting  librarian  after  her  gradua- 
tion, will  not  be  surprised  that  it  reflects 
the  author’s  genuine  interest  in  her  sub- 
ject, and  gives  so  clearly  the  wise  con- 
clusions based  on  her  years  of  profes- 
sional experience. 

Margaret  has  purposely  kept  herself 
and  her  personal  opinions  out  of  the 
book,  but  one  of  the  most  valuable  things 
about  it  is  the  feeling  it  gives  the  reader 
that  camping  and  living  with  children 
is  fun.  This  is  not  done  by  any  direct 
words;  in  fact,  the  book  is  entirely  free 
of  the  heavy-handed  “now-this-is-the- 
way-you-should-do-it”  attitude  which  so 
many  books  for  leaders  of  children  have. 
It  is  just  that  Margaret  loves  the  woods 
herself,  and  enjoys  children,  and  does 
not  think  of  them  as  adolescent  problems 
but  as  human  beings,  and  likes  to  camp! 
So  even  in  a book  that  sets  out  to  be  a 
practical,  matter-of-fact  handbook  for 
the  camp  director,  she  manages  to  give 
one  a taste  of  the  thrill  of  living  in  the 
woods  and  of  watching  little  girls  grow 
up.
